After more than three months of 
pursuing public input in earnest, the 
Boyne Falts Public School is putting 
its proposed millage in front of vot- 
ers, seeking approval for the bond is- 
sue in a special election to be held 
Tuesday, April 20. 

The polls will open at 7 a.m. at the 
Boyne Falls School library, and will 
close at 8 p.m.

New identity for EJ Tourist Park 


After being known for more than 
75 years as the Tourist Park, East 
Jordan’s municipally-owned camp- 


_ ground and beach may be getting a

“We’re trying to develop new mar- 
keting plans for the parks,” said com- 
mittee (chairman) Dan Miller at last 
week's regular meeting of the. East 
Jordan City Commission. “One thing 
we feel real strongly about is chang- 
ing the name [of the Tourist Park].” 

After several months. of consider- 
ation of various options, the commit- 


tee has recommended changing. the — 


name‘to “South Arm Campground 


and Beach,” with a slogan identify- 


ing the park as a “proud offering 2 
the City of East Jordan.” 


_ The name, Miller said, gives the . 


park its own identity, while indicat- 
ing that the campground and beach 
are, in fact, two separate entities. 
The impetus for the name change 
came initially, Miller said, at the sug- 
gestion of East Jordan Economic De- 
velopment Coordinator Rod Benson, 
who made giving a new moniker to 


the park his number one recommen- 


‘dation in improving the location’ s 
marketability. 


“The local people are always go- 


ing to know it as the Tourist Park,” 
Miller concedes, but for travelers, the 


name doesn’t imply a beach ora 


campground.” 

Being on the South Ann of Lake 
Charlevoix, too, was identified by the 
committee as a unique feature of the 
East Jordan community, one that de- 
serves to be a focal point. “‘South 


Arm’ tells where it is, as well,” Miller 


said, adding that ‘Municipal Camp- 
ground’ was also considered, but re- 
jected for sounding “‘sterile.” 

“It [doesn’t capture] the homey at- 
mosphere of the north woods like 
South Arm does,” he said. “When you 
say South Arm, it represents East Jor- 
dan, represents our area. It’s really 
. something that’s quite unique.” 

“Lake Street Campground and 
Beach” was also considered, but later 
rejected due to the feeling that the 
name was “not unique,” Miller said. 
“Several [local] towns have a Lake 
Street.” 

Taking action on the name change 
is acritical step, Miller notes, because

What does the future hold for 
downtown Boyne City? Community

The meeting will take place at the 
Char-Em Building, 1313 Boyne Av- 
enue, Boyne City from 6-9 p.m.

The town meeting and workshop is 
a community-wide forum being 
staged to kick off the Downtown 
Boyne City Market Study project. 
Downtown Professionals Network 
(DPN), a consulting firm based in the 
Chicago area, was retained by the 
Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation to facilitate the study for 
Boyne City and to provide recom- 
mendations for downtown business 
development and marketing strate- 
gies. According to Jay Schlinsog, 
DPN President, the study will include 
an in-depth analysis of input collected 
from local business and consumer 
surveys scheduled for distribution in 
the near future. 

Schiinsog said the town meeting 
and workshop is being conducted as 
part of the project's initial “discov- 
ery” phase that includes the collec- 
tion and review of additional back- 
ground information and an assess- 
ment of the downtown business cli- 
mate. During the first site visit sched- 
uled for April 22 and 23, the DPN 
consulting team will also perform a

The total cost to a tax- 
payer whose property has a 
taxable value of $100,000 
is approximately $300 per 
year. Based on the consis- 
tent long-term growth of 
the district’s State Equal- 
ized Value, school officials 
say, the millage is expected, 
in a best case scenanio, to 
drop over time. 

With what they believe to 
be a sound proposal, the 
biggest challenge for the 
district has been to get the 
word out in a relatively 
short period of time be- 
tween the inittal announce- 
ment, in early January, and 


the election next week. 
Two town meetings were 
held early in the process, 
and subsequently, adminis- 
trators and school board

Seeking $2.65 million in funding for additions to the ; 
existing school building and technology upgrades, as well 
as a new bus garage and school bus and other site im- 
provements, the proposed project couldn't, by all appear- 
ances, be made easier for voters to support. 

For one, through a little financial magic, passing the 
proposal will not mean an increase in millage to taxpay- 
ers (earlier this year, the Board of Education passed a reso- 
lution to reduce the existing 6 mills by 1.99 mills; the 
proposal, if passed, will merely raise the millage back to 
the initial 6 mills, for a net increase of zero). 

Second, and more importantly, anyone who’s been in 
the school recently can’t deny the need for more space. 
Students are receiving instruction in every available nook 
and cranny of the building, including a middle school “sci- 
ence lab” with no windows or water, and a makeshift class- 
room area on the school stage. 

The reasons for the cramped quarters are primarily two- 
fold. First, enrollment is growing -- a good problem to 
have. Recent figures put the student body at 335 kids, up 
from just 287 students in 1999. 

Second, the district had, several years ago, been fully 
aware that more space would be necessary, and had been 
proactive in planning that space into the design for the 
current building, construction of which was completed in 
2000; however, due to state bonding regulations, that ex- 
tra space had to be cut out of the plans in order to have 
1S the original bond proposal approved to go to vote. 
ie Though the district has made the best of what they had 
\ to work with in the beautiful but reduced facility, the time 
a has come for adding that extra space back into the equa- 
= _ tion. With little or no storage space, a cafeteria that’s burst-

It’s been a long three-

Natural Resources (DNR). 

The disagreement be- 
tween the two centered on 
ownership of the Green 
River Trout Farm, located 
on South M-66 in 
Mancelona. 

“We are happy we 
settled with the DNR,” 
Jerry Hallberg said, “but 
we're not really happy it 
took so long and cost so 
much money.” Brothers 
Jerry and Steve, as well as 
Jerry’s son, Erik, pur- 
chased the property from a 
group of six Windsor, 
Ontario businessmen in 
April of 2001, 

According to the 
Hallbergs, however, the 
DNR has coveted the prop- 
erty for some time. 

“It had been for sale for 
about seven years before 
we purchased it,” Steve 
said. “I think we just beat 
them to the punch,” 

After battling in court 
over the eat Beg two 


sues so I do have oy 


sides finally reached an 
agreement to allow the 
Hallbergs to continue own- 
ership, but with some 
Stipulations, 

Besides some required 
minor facelifts to alter the 
property, the main agree- 
ment would allow the 
DNR to remove the dam 
on the property which 
would ensure the Green 
River being a free-flowing 
river, 

The DNR, in urn, would 
eventuaily replace the dam 
with a new intake system 
near a bridge on the river 
that will allow seven cubic 
feet of water per second to 
flow into the trout run- 
ways. 

Increased sedimentation 
after removal of the dam 
would be sucked out, Jerry 
said, and the DNR will also 
add a number of boulders 
that will obstruct just 
enough water for the op- 
eration. 

“I’m a little curtous 
about this, because the 
costs are going to be astro- 
nomical to complete this,” 
said Jerry, who resides on 
the property.
